MEMORANDUM 
TO: Members of Fort Wayne City Council 


FROM: Members of the Special Committee to study the East 
Central Neighborhood 


SUBJECT: Recommended approach to improving the East Central 
Neighborhood through a Federally-Assisted Code inforce- 
ment Program 


Below we have laid out a plan that we feel can do the most complete 
job of improving the Zast Central Neighborhood and actually get the 
job done in the shortest period of time. 


1. The City Council asks the Redevelopment Commission to handle 
the adniinistration of the Federally-Assisted Code Enforcement 
Area. 


2. The Commission hires a planning consulting firm to prepare an 
application to HUD for Code Enforcement assistauce. 


C 


. Upon approval of the application the Commission goes through 
necessary legal action so that the boundaries of the code enforce- 
ment area can also be the boundaries of an Urban Renewal Conser- 
vation area (a non-federal urban renewal project). We doubt that 
the Redevelopment Commission can legally spend money in the area 
except as part of an urban renewal project. 


4. Item 3 above will enable the Commission to put in necessary street 
improvements, lighting, park areas ... all to spark home improve- 
ments. Such improvements should begin immediately after HUD 
approves the application.

The Commission sets up a Site Office and staffs according to the 
recommendation of the planning consultant, The Project Manager 
should be experienced and tne team of inspectors selected with 
care, A loan specialist also should be hired. 
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. Non-Profit corporations such as the Neighborhood Association 


and churches should apply to FHA for 3% loans to improve pro- 
perty. Slumlords can be brought out. 


. Vacant lots should be improved with tot lots, play areas and new 


housing. Low-rent housing of attractive design can be built on 
vacant lots. 


. The UCS, O&O, School Board and YMCA along with other agencies 


should broaden services. 


. Unemployed must be employed lest riots reverse any progress in 


neighborhood betterment,
